for a IO per cent slash in deliv­ 
eries of gasoline to service stations. 
However, 
the 
reduction 
in

essential use of gasoline, such as in 
pleasure cars, is expected to am ount 
to 20 per cent, since under th e o r­ 
der com m ercial, em ergency, 
farm 
and governm ent vehicles will not be 
subject to th e rationing a t all. 
The order, w ithout precedent in 
peacetim e, involves no issuance of 
individual ration cards. 
Fire 
engines, 
am bulances, 
phy­ 
sicians’ cars, farm tractors, com ­ 


m ercial vehicles, governm ent au to ­ 
mobiles, and other such essential 
cars m ust be fueled, but afte r th a t 
it is up to the filling station oper­ 
ato r to determ ine how to spread the 
rem aining supply am ong his cus­ 
tom ers.
